-Lighting:  Rob Hoogs, Melissa and Jim Hunt are still working on the RFP for the approved lighting, almost 10 

months ago the money was approved at the town meeting.  Mary had some advice from the town electrical 

inspector, Nick Fredsal, that we should consider asking for a 20-25% contingency as the costs of everything 

have gone up.
